them w ith coal. 
The pay day Saturday, of which so, 
much was expected, passed off more 
quietly than usual. 
No scenes of riot 
were reported from the various niiuing 
villages, which m ight be attributed to 
the fact th at the m iners did not re­ 
ceive enough money to riot on. 
The 
full evils of the “ pluck m e” store w ere 
exhibited in its grossest light, as th e 
men stepped up to be paid two weeks’ 
wages, and instead were handed em pty 
envelopes with an account of rent, 
pick sharpening and store bills enum er­ 
ated on the face of it. but no mouey 
enclosed.

THE FORMER INHABITANTS OF ELLS­ 
WORTH AND HAYS CITY. 


Hark In th* Msties These Town* Were 
Not Ko Quirt hr They Arr Now—How 
Some of I hr Cltisen* Settled Down 
Wild 
Hill and Jim Corry. 


“ Ellsw orth!" shouted a brakeman on 
the Union Pacific railway. Kansan divi­ 
sion, an the train swept 
through a 
prairie valley and nlowed up at a sleepy, 
cottonwood 
nhaded, prairie encircled 
went* rn Kansan town. To the left could 
be seen a large and peculiar building, 
located oil the outskirts of the village. 
“ What in that building'’’ I asked of 
the gray bearded man who had shared 
my neat for the last 20 mil* s. 
“ That is the Grand Army grounds 
and building,” he said. 
“ It. Lelongn to 
the old soldiers, and they hold a reunion 
there every summer. ” 
“ They have picked on a very quiet 
town in w hich to rendezvous. ” 
“ Yen, thin in a quil t town now, but I 
can remember, SO years ago, when E lls­ 
worth was h ell’s half acre. 
Yes, worse 
than that, for all the cussedness going 
on in this town in the sixties couldn’t 
have been crowded on to less than h ell’s 
half section. Tim es was m ighty dull in 
Ellsworth them days when there w asn’t 
work for the corone? six days in the 
week, and he generally had to work 
overtim e on Sundays.

“ Apache B ill, scout and tough, took 
up a permaneut residence out yonder 
because a bartender got the drop on him 
one night aud added about two ounces 
to B ill’s w eight in the shape of lead 
placed where it would do the most good. 
Comstock Charley, a half breed Chey­ 
enne scout, tough and general all round 
bad man, also became a quiet citizen of 
the place where they planted ’em in 
those days on account of a puncture put 
into him by Henry Whitney, sheriff. 
“ Bill Hickok (W ild B ill) gained his 
fame at Hays City, w est of here, as 
also did Jim Curry, who later on shot 
aud killed Ben Porter, an actor, at Mar­ 
shall, Tex. I knew Jim Curry when he 
was an engineer on this road. 
He be 
cam e enamored of a woman, married 
her, aud they settled down in Hays 
City, keeping a little restaurant there 
There was a regim ent of negro soldiers 
quartered at Fort Hays. 
The negroes 
took offense at Jim because he refused 
to serve them w ith meals at iris bons**. 
They came around to clean out the 
place. Jim w ent to shooting, aud w he’ 
he quit Uncle Ham’s army w as dem 
muted to some extent 
“ Wild B ill was a nervy man rani did 
some killing iu his day, and h • tuiuhc 
have lived longer if he had *

careless. 
You see, B ill, like uii 
" (Jr 
his class, was alw ays expecting equine 
aud was alw ays on guard. B ill fory*; a 
had never allowed him self to get into .. 
position where his keen eye and ready 
revolver were not master of the situa­ 
tion, but he did allow the drop to be 
got on bim tw ice to my knowledge. The 
first tim e I was present, and the next 
time— w ell, B ill was was gone him self 
when the second tim e came to a climax. 
“ I w ill tell you the story of the tim e 
I was present Now, I never knew B ill 
to pull his gun to kill unless it was in 
self defense or there was no other way 
to secure the peace and quiet B ill al­ 
ways hankered for aud would have— 
peaceably if he could, forcibly if be 
most. Jim Curry was a coward, but he 
was determined to acquire a reputation 
as a bad man, and, as B ill Hickok held 
the championship of the world at that 
tim e as a killer, Curry thought he 
m ight safely run a bluff on Wild Bill.

quolti from The Lancet: 
“ For a long tim e it wa s considered to 
be quite harmless and destitute of any 
weapon of offense, although the hind 
legs of the males were armwl w ith a 
powerful 
spur, apparently connected 
with a gland. Then the opinion wa s ad­ 
vanced that this m ight be a weapon a l­ 
lied to the poisonous armory of « nakes, 
scorpions and bees, a ll of which possess 
a sort of hypodermic poison syringe. 
I Though one set of obm^rvers asserted 
that this was the case, another set de­ 
nied it, and so Dr. Stuart determined to 
solve this question, if possible. 
He re­ 
ceived two. independent accxiunts which 
coincided perfectly, and from them he 
concludes that, at certain seasons at a ll 
events, the secretion is virulently poi­ 
sonous. 
The mode of attack is not by 
scratching, but by lateral inward luove- 
nients of the hind legs. 
Two cases are 
reiKirted in dogs. 
One dog was ‘stung’ 
three times, the symptoms much resem­ 
bling those of bee or hornet poison. The 
dog was evidently in great pain and 
drowsy, but there were no tremors, con­ 
vulsions or staggering. 
It is worthy of 
note that a certain im inuuity seems ob­ 
tainable, for the dog suffered less on the 
siicond occjision and still leiw on the 
third. Two cases of men being wounded 
are reported, in both of which the a ni­ 
mals were irritated, one by being shot 
and handled, the other by being handled 
only. 
The symptoms were the same ^ 
iu the dog. 
No deaths are rei>orte(d in 
human btnngs, but four in dogs.”

In recounting the m inistra tions of 
J ohn Wesley in (leorgia , where the fa ­ 
mous prtirtclicr sowed the first seeds of 
Methodism in America, th*' Rev. W. J . 
Scott, D. D., in The Ladies’ Home 
J ournal, cla im s tha t Wesley e.stublished 
the first Sunday school in the world at 
Savannah. 
In connection w ith his oth­ 
er labors, which were ind« ed prodigious, 
W’esley, soon after his arrival in (J cor- 
gia , iu 173H, began to provide tor tn» ' 
fcjuiiday school instruction of the cliil- 
dren of the parish.

boy’s “ nerve,” two of which are very 
sim ple, and, when tried where there is 
a large company of young folk, are 
I 
likely to cause no end of laughter and | 
fun. 
The first ii known as the trapeze 
trick. Any ordinary gymnasinm trapeze, 
suspended ring or even a rope swing 
may be used. Have the boy whose nerve 
is to he tested stand upright under the 
trapeze, aud then some of the other boys 
let it down until the rung, or swing 
board, just brushes the hair. 
Now let 
some one pull the trapeze w ell over to 
one side and give it a sharp throw in 
the direction of the sta nding boy. 
Of 
coarse the rung, or swingboard, canuiit 
pc^ibly touch the boy’s head, but it is 
a nervy boy who w ill continue to stand 
upright with his eyes open and let the 
trapeze swing over him at fnll speed. 
Almost invariably he w ill duck or dodge 
at the critica l moment, w hile the other 
boys shout w ith laughter.

Australiac* rtainly hoi*ie the palm fbr 
queer and uncouth animals, says The 
Literary Digest. Chief among these is 
the duckbill or omit hOT by nob us, which 
Sydney Bm ilk desorii cd as “ a kind of 
mole with webbed feet and the bill of a 
duck, which agitated Hir Joseph Banks 
and rendered him miserable from his 
utter inability to decide whether it was 
a bird or a beast. ” It was only recently 
that it was proved beyond a doubt that 
this curious animal lays eggs like a 
bird, though this had long been reported 
by travelers. Now conies the news that 
it has a sting on its hind /eg, cap ab le of 
killing by its poisonous effects. 
We 
quote from The Lancet: 
“ For a long time it was considered to 
be quite harmless and destitute of any 
weapon of offense, although the hind 
legs of th© males were armed with a 
powerful 
spur, apparently connected 
with a gland. Then the opinion was ad­ 
vanced that this might be a weapon al­ 
lied to the poisonous armory of snakes, 
scorpions aud bees, all of which possess 
a sort of hypodermic poison syringe. 
Though one set of observers asserted 
that this was the case, another set de­ 
nied it, and so Dr. Stuart determined to 
solve this question, if possible. 
Ho re­ 
ceived two. independent accounts which 
coincided perfectly, and from them he 
concludes that, at certain seasons at all 
events, the secretion is virulently poi­ 
sonous. 
The mode of attack is not by 
scratching, but by lateral inward move­ 
ments of the hind legs. 
Two oases are 
reported in dogs. 
One dog was ‘stung’ 
three times, the symptoms much resem­ 
bling those of bee or hornet poison. The 
dog was evidently in great pain aud 
drowsy, but there were no tremors, con­ 
vulsions or staggering. 
It is worthy of 
note that a certain immunity seems ob­ 
tainable, for the dog suffered less on the 
second occasion and still less on the 
third. Two oases of men being wounded 
are reported, iii both of which the ani­ 
mals were irritated, one by being shot 
and handled, the other by being handled 
only. 
The symptoms were the same as 
in the dog. 
No deaths are reported in 
human beings, but four in dogs.” 


F IR S T SUNDAY SCHOOL. 


J o h n Wenley'A In Ci«*orgla A n tlia te * R ob- j 
r r t Knik***’ F ifty Y«-ur*. 
In recounting tho ministrations of 
John Wesley in Georgia, where the fa­ 
mous preacher sowed tho first seeds of 
Methodism in America, th0 Rev. W. J. 
Scott, D. D., in The Ladies’ Homo 
Journal, claims that Wesley established 
the first Sunday school in the world at 
Savannah. 
In connection with his oth­ 
er labors, which war© indeed prodigious, 
Wesley, soon after his arrival in Geor­ 
gia, in 173d, begun to provide tor to** 
Sunday school instruction of tho chil­ 
dren of the parish. His devotion to chil­ 
dren at times almost amounted to in­ 
fatuation. C hildren were likewise equal­ 
ly attached to him, as shown in their 
intercourse with him. 
Both on week 
days aud Sabbaths ho gave no little at­ 
tention to educational work. 
As a pre­ 
liminary labor oil the Sabbath before tho 
evening service he required them to 
convene in the church, at which time 
be catechised them thoroughly aud fur­ 
nished them with additional teaching 
from the Bible itself. 
In tho present Wesleyan Memorial 
church iii Savannah there is a Sunday 
school room into which hundreds of 
children crowd for Sunday instruction. 
The original school was less in number, 
but it was unquestionably the first Sun­ 
day school in the world. 
When taught 
by Wesley, it numbered between OO and 
76 scholars, but from all accounts there 
were few if any Indian boys in his ear­ 
lier classes. A very high authority, Sir 
diaries Heed, M. P., LL*. D., of Eng­ 
land, is clearly of the opinion that this 
Sunday school was the first founded in 
the world, aud that it antedates by a 
half century the secular instruction of 
Robert Raikes at Gloucester, England, 
as well as the first school in America 
upon Raikes’ plan which was estab­ 
lished in the city of New York.

Testing a Boy’s Nerve. 
There are several ways to test a 
boy’s “ nerve,” two of which are very 
simple, and, when tried where there is 
a large company of young folk, are 
likely to cause no end of laughter and 
fun. 
The first is known as the trapeze 
trick. Any ordinary gymnasium trapeze, 
suspended ring or even a rope awing 
may be used. Have the boy whose nerve 
is to be tested stand upright under the 
trapeze, and then some of the other boys 
let it down until the rung, or swing 
board, just brushes the hair. 
Now let

Some Queer Experience* In the Public 
Dl«p, n*»ru* of Next York. 
The least In pe af any 1 bange in this 
charity to all polk y is with those dis- 
perjuries that an bountifully endowed. 
The leading institution of this class in 
New York city is located on the west 
side, aud, in view of its defiant abuse 
of nil kinds of nadiral charity, ha* 
famed for its* lf th. unenviable sobri 
fW't of tile “diamond ditqw iixary. ” It 
has such a higli reputation for the num­ 
ber and pecuniary ability of its patients 
that it would Appear to be rather a 
credit than a disgrace to receive its out­ 
rageously misdirected charity. Such at 
least is the inevitable conclusion that 
may be baaed upon the large ave mgr of 
well to do people who claim daily the 
benefits of free nodical treatment so 
lavishly and indiscriminately furnished 
to all who apply. Many of these visitors 
are from out of town districts and will 
pay several dollars for car fare, will ask 
for a written diagnosis of their disease 
aud an extra prescription, and will then 
complain if they arx- k. pt waiting be­ 
yond the time for their return train. 
The examining doctor is content to rule 
to the dispt usury in a hors** car; the pa­ 
tient comes and returns in a cab. It is 
no longer a joke to refer to the display 
of diamonds or the number of women 
clad in sealskins in the patients’ wait­ 
ing room, nor does it appear to be un­ 
likely that, in the near future, conven­ 
iences will not be required for checking 
bicycles aud distributing carriage num­ 
bers in tile order of the different ar 
rivals. 
In this connection, the follow­ 
ing description by an eyewitness in the 
waiting room of this dispensary may Le 
interesting: 
“ The reception room held about 200 
at a time. 
Nobody was turned away. 
Fully 50 per cent of the applicants were 
well dressed, and IO per cent of them 
were finely dressed.

The Energy o f a Cyclone. 
The primary cause of the low baro­ 
metric pressure which marks the storm 
center and establishes the cyclone is ex­ 
pansion of the air through excess of 
temperature. The heated air, rising in­ 
to cold upper regions, has a portion of 
its vapor condensed into clouds, and 
cow a new dynamic factor is added, for 
each particle of vapor, in condensing, 
gives up its modicum of latent heat 
Each pound of vapor thus liberates, ac­ 
cording to Professor Tyndall’s estimate, 
enough heat to melt five pounds of cast 
iron so the amount given out where 
large masses of cloud are forming must 
enormously add to the convection cur- 
rents of the air, and hence to the storm 
developing power of the forming cy­ 
clone.

tropics, are disposed to think they find 
evidence of some such connection be­ 
tween sun spots and the weather as 
IL rscliol suspected. 
Indeed, Mr. Mcl- 
drum declares that there is a positive

com* id* nee between periods of numer­ 
ous sun spots and seasons of excessive 
rain in India. 
That seine such connection does exist 
si« ms intrinsically probable, but the 
modern meteorologist, learning wisdim 
of the past, is extremely cautious uUmt* 
ascribing casual effect* to astronomical 
phenomena, 
lie finds it hard to forget 
that until recently all manner of cli­ 
matic conditions were1 associated with 
phases of the moon; that not so very 
h ug ago showers of falling stars were 
considered 
" prognostic” 
of 
certain 
kinds of weather, and that the “ equi­ 
noctial storm*’ had been accepted as a 
verity by every one until the unfeeling 
hand of statistics banished it from the 
earth. 
Yet, on the other hand, it is easily 
within the possibilities that the science 
of the future may reveal associations 
between the weather and sun spots, au­ 
roras aud terrestrial magnetism that as 
yet are 
hardly dreamed of.—Henry 
Smith Williams, M. D., in Harper’s

T u rn in g a N e f tt lr e I n to a P o sitiv e. 
A short time ago a developed plate 
was sent to the editor by one of the 
members of the Camera club ou which 
the image wa« partly reversed—that is, 
instead of being a negative it was al­ 
most a positive. The cause of this is 
what is termed solarization—in other 
words, the plate was very much over 
exposed, aud on development came out 
a positive instead of a negative, 
lf a 
plate coated with silver salts is exposed 
in the camera or under a negative be­ 
yond a certain time, a change takes 
place in the silver salts, which results 
in a positive instead of a negative. This 
is the reason why objects which refl< ct 
light strongly show clear glass in the 
negative. 
Th* y are overexposed, and 
the image produced is a positive. 
There are several processes by which 
a negative may be turned into a posi­ 
tive during the process of development. 
One of the simplest is as follows: Ex­ 
pose the plate as for an ordinary nega­ 
tive aud develop until the image may 
be seen distinctly on the back of the 
plate. Rinse off the developer, and place 
the plate in a solution made up of a 
quarter ounce of iodide of potassium, 
2>u ounces of bromide of potassium and 
25 ounces of water. 
Let it remain in 
this solution from three to five minutes, 
wash well in running water, and then 
redevelop the plate with fresh develop­ 
er, continuing the operation till the 
negative image has turned to a positive. 
Rinse the plate, fix aud wash in the 
same way as for an ordinary negative. 
Pyro or ferrous oxalate gives the best 
results, but any developer may be used. 
A pluto thus treated may be used as 
a transparency.—liaiper’s Round Ta­ 
ble.
